GIS PRESSURE 
BLAMED ON ICE 


ORANGE, Jan. 18.—The freez­ 
ing of a regulator of the Southern 
Counties One company on Parker 
street 
yesterday 
released 
high 
pressure gas into the city maine 
causing a Asak gas accident that 
did minor damage amounting to 
several hundred dollars. 
The fleeting of the regulator re­ 
leased the valve controlling the 
high pressure gee, sending It into 
the 
la 
wpressure system 
that 
serves the city. 
The accident 
occurred 
In 
the 
morning when 
gas 
consumption 
was greatest and people of the 
city were warming their homes 
and preparing their morning meals. 
According to Charles EL Rut­ 
ledge, district manager of the gas 
company, 
the 
low 
temperature 
combined 
with 
the 
refrigerant 
qualities of the gas caused the 
regulator, which reduces the pres­ 
sure so that It may be used, to 
fossae. 
Consequently 
the 
maxi­ 
mum pressure of 40 pounds sud­ 
denly poured into the low pressure 
mains caused a flare of gas on 
appliances being used at the time. 
Soma woodwork was scorched and 
many gas appliances were made 
useless. 
At the home of V. D. Johnson, 
the flames ran high and a Are 
alarm was turned In but waa can­ 
celled. 
The chart 
at 
the 
gas office 
■bowed 
that 
the 
pressure only 
lasted a few moments, although in 
some places it was five or ten 
minutes before It died down. 
A safety seal prevented 
what 
might have been a serious acci­ 
dent. 
This seal 
Mowed the high 
pressure to escape. 
Rutledge stated that the regu­ 
lator Is to be housed to prevent 
another accident of the same sort 
He said all damage caused by the 
gas would be handled by the com­ 
pany and that a check would be 
made for any possible leaks on 
appliances and meters.

Other things than necking par 
ties or fancy clothes must be on 
the mind of the school ma’am of 
tomorrow, the board has ruled. 
Hers Is a few things an accred­ 
ited teacher must know. 
Psychology, social science, con­ 
temporary civilisation, economic», 
political science, sociology, geog­ 
raphy, biological and physical B el­ 
ee, English, physical education, 
Creek or Latin, romance languages, 
ait, music, agriculture, commerce, 
Industrial and mechanical arts. 
Requirements further state that 
“every person 
admitted 
to the 
state teachers’ colleges must be of 
good moral character, good health, 
without physical or other defect 
which would impair his fitness for 
teaching, at least 16 years of age, 
and that class of persons who, if 
of the proper age, would be ad­ 
mitted to the public schools of 
the stats without restriction." 
Teachers’ colleges have already 
been ordered converted Into four- 
year Institutions, effective Septem­ 
ber 15, 1930.

sefison's operations. 
W ith about one-third of a crew 
a t work, the house is now busy 
handling the first consignments of 
new crop navels and expects to 
handle between eight and IO cars 
of this fruit during the navel sea­ 
son, Edward Mills, co-proprietor 
of the house and secretary-treas­ 
urer, announced this morning. 
J. H. Ritchie, who 
heads 
the 
company aa president and m an­ 
ager, had 15 years of service as 
manager with the Anaheim Co- 
Operative Orange association and 
for many years before this con­ 
nection was active In the fruit 
business. 
His 
partner, 
Edward 
Mills, who served for eight years 
as his assistant a t the Anaheim 
Co-Operative Orange house, also 
has a wealth of experience in the 
fruit marketing game. 
W. N. Wimmer, vice president, 
also has spent a good share of his

George R. Schee, packing super­ 
intendent, has been in the business

citrus fruits," he declared. 
The stability of California's cit­ 
rus industry he traced directly to 
the fact that practically 86 per cent 
of the state’s citrus crop is handled 
through one centralized agency, the 
California Fruit Growers* exchange, 
and a large percentage of the bal­ 
ance through a few large independ­ 
ent marketing organisations, assur­ 
ing an even distribution in all the 
principal markets of the country. 
Pointing out the advantages en­ 
joyed by industries in the United 
States, the speaker called attention 
to the fact that the 27 different 
countires in Europe are separated 
by trade barriers 
that 
severely 
handicap business 
between 
them 
while in America there are 48 
states, with no trade barriers be­ 
tween them whatsoever.

THE TRAGIC STORY OF THE S-4 


The log of the S-4 tells a tragic story of the 
fate of those men who went down in die recent 
unking of the submarine. 
Secretary Wilbur has 
recently made public the whole story of the at­ 
tempted rescue and the sufferings and death of 
those who went down. 
Communications between die imprisoned men _ in 
the submarine and the rescuing party were carried 
! on by a signal code of Tappings. Three raps meant 
"Yes." Four taps meant "No." Seven taps meant 
"I don't know." 
The signalling began on Decem­ 
ber 18, die day after die submarine went down, and 
continued through the 20th, when the responses 
ceased to come. 
Gradually a code was developed 
so that the whole story of Hie fight for rescue and 
for life is now known to the world. 
It must have been an agonizing experience both 
for the entrapped men and for die rescuers. 
"Is 
, there any hope?" inquired the men on the third 


j day. 
"Yes," was the answer. 
“Your ^ wife and 
mother ara constantly praying for you." was the 
message tent to Lieut. Fitch. 
No tappings in re­ 
ply. Again it was sent. No response. Once, more, 
and only a faint and uncertain sound. 
Such is the story. 
But think of the number of 
boats of that tort that lie at the bottom of the 
North Sea or in th* English Channel. In peace, one 
such tragedy arrests die attention of the ^ whole 
country. 
Scores and hundreds of them in tune of 
war are simply passing incidents. By what strange 
circumstances do we estimate human values. 
Is 
there anything that illustrates better the horrible 
catastrophes of war, and the character of the en­ 
ginery devised to increase the horrors of war?

one company owned them all. 
The earnings of die General Electric Company 
from 1922 to 1926 in the electric manufacturing 
business showed a rate of return from 14.3 to 22.8 
per cent Some of the other companies had higher 
rates of earnings than did the General Electric. 
la 
their report die commissions said: 
"Some small manufacturers stated that al­ 
though the large companies undoubtedly have * 
the power to crush them by price competition 
this power has not been used in recent years. 
It was stated, however, by certain amal! manu­ 
facturers of fractional horsepower motors that 
in recent years prices have been reduced to 
levels at which they have been unable to com­ 
pete. Many small manufacturers, on the other 
hand, stated that the small companies rather 
than the very large ones ara their sharpest 
price competitors." 
We are living in an electrical age. 
ft is be­ 
coming more pronouncedly so. 
But the magnitude 
of the business and the magnitude of the profits 
should not suggest that there is any immediate 
reason for government interference or government 
control. 
Private initiative is taking advantage of a 
natural situation and developing it in a commenda­ 
ble way. 
It is entirely possible, and very probable, 
that eventually there must be some adjustment not 
now needed by the people themselves over this and 
similar great combinations of business for the 
highest protection and the greatest good. 
But this 
report does not evidence the necessity now, though 
facts concerning the electric power companies them­ 
selves may tell a different story.

The journal is sent universally among the min­ 
isters of the country, by some donor, for nothing, and 
die subscription date is moved forward automatically 
so that it will not be discontinued. There are min­ 
isters who would like to thank their unknown donor 
in person. 
There are many others, however, who 
are not flattered by such generosity. 
It is clearly 
an organ of propaganda, and that the most intoler­ 
able propaganda. 
In this paper every one is thought of as a bol­ 
shevik, from the man who throws a bomb to the 
man who wears a straw hat in September. 
If you 
go to Russia you are a traitor. If to Italy, and in­ 
terview Mussolini, you art politically safe. 
Some 
of the finest spirits have been pilloried in the de­ 
partment "The Enemy Within Our Gates." 
And 
the impression is getting abroad that if the number 
of those listed increase it will come to be an honor 
to bo enrolled in the column. 
Most of us would 
like to be associated with many of those who are 
mentioned as dangerous. 
President Coolidge has 
been dangerously near being included several times 
by his doubtful utterances concerning a large navy. 
The list of those who have been already mentioned 
in Hiis department would be more than could be 
printed on this whole page, end most of them are 
the chosen instructors of our youth, leaders in av- 
cry department of human welfare, and men who are 
pretty well thought of outside of the columns of 
this journal. 
In fact, the writer would be glad to 
be associated with most of then}.

In the face of this report, and taking Into con­ 
sideration the declarations made by the many emi­ 
nent men who have endorsed the project, It does not 
seem that Congress can much longer refuse to take 
action on the Swing-Johnson bill. 
The Investigators had no axe to grind, they are 
men whose Integrity cannot be assailed and they 
cannot be considered impractical dreamers. 
Their 
decision Is a sound one and should go fur to con­ 
vince the members of both houses of Congress that 
immediate favorable action on the Swing-Johnson 
bill Is the next logical step.
